struction work. 
Even if the war ends 


within three years, every student, nurse 
will be able to complete her training and 
will be needed. 


An Honorable Service.—Ever since the 


days of Florence Nightengale the nursing 
profession has been one of special honor. 
It was never so honorable as it is today. 
The army needs every nurse it can get to 
"keep up with the draft."

ing national obligations may derive a great deal of comfort 
from a comparison of the financial condition of the United 
States contrasted with that of Germany. 


The total resources of the United States are estimated at 


about $250.000,000,000; our national earnings are estimated 
at about $50,000,000,000. Our national debt, including the 
third liberty loan, may be put around $12,000,000,000. 


Before the war our government was spending about 


$1,000,000,000 a year. 
When the war is ended, interest 


charges, less the interest collected from our loans to our allies, 
government insurance expenses, and other necessary expendi- 
tures growing out of the war may conservatively be estimated 
at something like $1,000,000,000. 
We~are confronted, there- 


fore, when peace comes, with raising only a couple of billions 
a year revenue, a slight tar,k for a nation of such tremendous 
wealth, capacity and resources. 


The resources of Germany before the war were estimated 


to be $80,000,000,000. 
The annual expenditures then of the 


Imperial government were a\>' at $800,000,000. Her debt now 
is $30,000,000,000, and her resources and man power have 
been severely impaired. 
After the war she is confronted 


with additional expenditures growing out of the war totalling 
some $4,000,000,000. 


The interest of her war debt, if the debt grows no larger, 


.will be about $1,500,000,000. 
Although she is niggardly in 


her pensions to private soldiers und their families, $1,000,000,- 
000 a year would hardly suffice to pay even small pensions to 
her injured and the families of her soldiers who have been 
killed. Her war debt must be paid some time and-a sinking! 
fund of 5 per cent would add $1,000,000,000 to her annual 
taxation. 
Here is a total increase of $4,000,000,000 all due 


to the war. 


Of course both the United States and Germany may greatly j 


increase their debts, but the increases will not change the rel-! 
ative situations. 


The German government has drained the German people i 


of their gold, even their jewels and heirlooms, and yet the I 
Imperial bank of Germany now has but little over $500,000,000 
of gold in its vaults. 
The United States has made no special 


effort to obtain gold, has made no call upon the people for the j 
precious metal, and yet today has in its treasury vaults prac- 
tically $2,500,000,000 of gold coin and bullion.

A further consideration of a definite policy toward Russia has served 


virtually as a "go-ahead" order to the association. The Y. M. C. A., through 
all uncertainties of the past few months, has kept 100 of its secretaries in 
Russia. These men have been kept busy day and night in an effort to 
build up the morale of the citizens and soldiers of the unfortunate coun- 
try. The secretaries today are in all parts of Russia. 


In the dark days of Russia the American secretaries "stood by" all 


over that country to serve the people in every way possible. Thousands of 
invalid prisoners were taken care of as they returned from Germany. Most 
all the men were broken in health. They died, almost without exception, 
with curses against Germany. But greater even than their hatred was their 
wonder that their countrymen could 
have made "peace" with such in 


enemy. 


"The Y. M. C. A. leaders in Russia," said Dr. W. W. Alexander, direc- 


tor of the War Personnel Board of the Southeastern Department, National 
War Work Council, "have never doubted the essential soundness of the 
Russian people. Despite all difficulties and inevitable losses and discour- 
agements, the Y. M. C. A. has remained in Russia, seeking to serve and 
watching for a better day. The day is now evidently coming."
